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SIGNIFICANCE OF THE SCRIPTURES—No. 2.

The customary ways of interpreting the Scriptures 
may be said to be four.. Some men jump at imaginary 
conclusions, as to the meaning and proper use of script- 
ure passages. Some decide their significance by their 
own feelings. Some accept of human authority, in cer- 
tain cases, as conclusive and final. Some bundle to- 
gether a class of passages with some one passage whose 
meaning they have supposed themselves to rightly un- 
derstand (and because of the similarity of words or 
phrases), and call that interpreting or proving scripture 
by scripture. 

These are the ways of men in reading the significance 
of the divine testimonies, and there is not a particle of 
right, reason, or sound sense in them all. If any want 
to be angry with me for saying thus, I will simply say 
to such, “Strike! but hear me.” 

; The jumping at an application of scripture, as mak- 
ing a theme for a pulpit spread, is as common as chips 
are among wood-choppers; and it is one of the great- 
est of influences in making the blessed Bible an un- 
Meaning book to the great multitude who ought to read 
it understandingly, and with profit. We will take, for 
an example of this kind of interpretation or use of 
scripture, the text about the sweet little book that all 
turned to wormwood or bitterness, in the stomach of 





















































John the apostle, as related of one of the star-preach- 
ers of the city of Brooklyn. That was jumping at an 
application which gav@it a significance no more real 
and true than would have been an application of that 
text to the periodical changes of the moon. That por- 
tion of scripture had and has a true and real signifi- 
cance, which, in the wise and gracious designs of the 
great Head of the church, was to be made beneficial 
by being properly understood. But such jumping at 
an application of a scripture text serves to hide the 
true use and significance in all such cases. The cus- 
tom is so common of using the Scriptures in that way, 
that men cease to be considerate of the evil influences 
thus exerted and the crime against Christ thus commit- 
ted. By no law or principle of correct biblical inter- 
pretation can that passage in the Book of Revelation 
be made to allude to the creeds of Christendom, nor to 
any of them. And infidelity was helped more by that 
abuse of scripture, very much more, than it could be 
by any day’s work of its choicest champions. Every- 
thing that contributes to any misunderstanding of any 
part of the sacred Scriptures is a hiding of light and a 
help to infidelity. It is time that this was considered. 
And I propose, God willing, to notice it,together with 
other vile ways of abusing the sacred testimonies, as 
the apostle directed that the Cretan liars should be 
treated, that is, “sharply.” Now in my seventy-fourth 


year, I have no time left for idly bowing compliments 


to even the very best of those who, by their false ways 
of interpretation, pervert the words of God to false 
uses; for they bring truth into contempt. There may 
be danger of hitting some of that class, for “the woods 
are full of them.” 

In studying the Book of Revelation, the first proper 
question is, Who was the writer, and what general or 
particular relation did he bear to the church of Christ, 
and to any specially indicated people? Next, Was he 
an.apostle to the,Gentiles, or to the twelve tribes of 
Israel? Third, What interest, motive, or design had 
he under God for writing the book? Then if we would 
understand what any particular part of the book means, 
we must ascertain what was then particularly in vision 
before him, to which that part or passage must be an 
allusion. Then we will be on the track toward a true 
interpretation. Without considering the above ques- 
tions no man, let his talents or learning be what they 
may, can truthfully interpret that book, or any consid- 
erable part of it; for those questions lend color to the 
significance of the book, from beginning to end. 

In perfect character with the writer’s mission as an 
apostle to the twelve tribes of Israel, his special inter- 
est as an apostle of Christ whenon Patmos, and “in the 
Spirit on the Lord’s day,” was to know what would be 
the outcome of Christianity with the Jews. The 
visions of Patmos were in answer to that anxious de- 
sire of the “beloved” John. The book is therefore 
semi-Jewish. The particular part of the book where 
the passage ocsurs about the little book, first sweet, 
then bitter, relates to the three woes which the nation 
of Israel and the church of Christ were to suffer at the 
hand of Mahometan powers, the second of which, I 
think, is not quite ended. The blessed John eagerly 
devoured the knowledge—the book—but it immediate- 
ly filled him with grief—bitterness.

TO ALL THE FRIENDS INTERESTED IN THE 
MISSION OF THE CHRISTIANS. 

The following report: from the secrefary of the edu- 
cational department of the New York State Christian 
Association, together with the recommend of the com- 
mittee in reference to the same, is hereby submitted 
for publication in the HERALD, in accordance with the 
request.of the committee and the association. 

A CAREFUL PERUSAL 

Of the same is earnestly solicited, with the hope that 
thereby a new and more general interest may be awak- 
ened in reference to the importance of our denomina- 
tional enterprises, and that through such awakening 
far grander and more lasting results may be realized 
than as yet have been known among our people. Breih- 
ren, read carefully and ponder well-the subject matter 
here offered, and give us the benefit of your pondering: 
in the columns of the HERALD. Let us have a free 
and hearty discussion of the subject, until we shall be 
compelled to decide (and act accordingly), whether we 
as a religious body have fulfilled our mission and had 
better disband, or whether we have yet a work, a mis- 
sion which can be accomplished only by means of more 
thorough-going, systematic, and united efforts than we 
as yet have ever known. 

THE OOMMITTER’S RECOMMENDATIONS. 

. Your committee would report that they most heartily 
agree with the secretary of the educational department 
in reference to the subject-matter presented in his report. 


- We believe that if we, as a people, would save our- 
selves from a final and humiliating failure of our general 








requisition whatever upon the schools in this direction.

MORE IMPORTANT MATTER 


To present for the consideration and action of the asso- 
ciation—considerations which, if properly acted upon 
and carried into efficient operation, will render far more 
valuable service to the cause of education with us asa 
people than any amount of statistica] reports, however 
satisfactory. The fourth section of the constitution pre- 
scribes the duty of the educational department, and in 
its prescriptions it lays out a very broad and laborious 
field of labor. It enumerates several important items of 
labor, but the comprehen-iveness of its field is indicated 
in that portion of the section which makes it obligatory 
upon the department to 


ESTABLISH AND CONDUCT OUR EDUCATIONAL ENTERPRISES. 
Here is certainly laid out before us a very comprehen- 
sive field of action, a field so comprehensive that, to my 
m nd, it has not,as yet, been entered by this .depart- 
ment. We have from time to time inquired after the 
workings and condition of our schools, and now and 
then rendered a little financial aid by disbursements 
from our available funds, according to eur limited abil- 
ity, but wherein have we, in any just sense of the terms, 
“established or conducted any educational enterprise?’ 
To “establish and conduct” these educational enter- 
prises, or any one of them, implies more authority and 
more business burdens than this or any other conferen- 
tial body of our people bas ever yet assumed. It implies, 
first, an 


ORGANIZED, SYSTEMATIC PLAN, 


A plan that shall comprehend the nature and scope of the 
w rk to be done, and the necessary means and agencies 
tv the accomplishment of the work; and, secondly, it 
implies the ability to command these necessary means and 
agencies for the efficient prosecution of its plans. Right 
here is just where our people have been and still are sad- 
ly lacking. 

As a people we have never had any plan or system for 
carrying forward denominational work and enterprises. 
What has been done has been too much after the patch- 
work order, without the co-operation and sanction of the 
body polit‘c—each interest for itself, irrespective of the 
rights or claims of other interests, and the consequence 
has been not only or simply division of our forces, but 
confliction and ‘antagonism of interests. Our enterprise 
has pushed itself on to the ground and territory right- 
fully belonging to another, and to its detriment and hurt, 
and the work has been urged, and the conflict has raged 
upon the plan of the Darwinian doctrine, ‘The survival 
of the fittest,”’ the stronger crowding out the weak and 


taking the spoils thereof. It is because of this condition 
of things, which has always existed with us ever since 
we began to be a people, that our various educational 
and other denominational enterprises are to-day no more 
prosperous or successful. What we most need, and must 
have, is unity of action, if we would give the desired of- 
fectiveness to our denominational work. If there is a 
religious bedy in Christendom which ought to be in the 
highest and fullest sense one, that body is the one known 
as the Christians. It has been continually charged upon 
us by the sects, that we have no unity of faith, of organ- 
ization, or of action; and this charge is quite too true, 
and we have ourselves given the occasion for it. It be- 
longs to us to remove the occasion and give no longer 
credence tothe charge. 

If the position taken by us as a people 4s a true one, if 
it is according to the gospel plan for Christ’s church on 
the earth, if it is the way, and the only way, by which all 
the followers of Christ can become one in him, then it is 
time that our experience began to demonstrate the fact. 
It is time that we began to convince the sects and creed- 
ists that it is possible without a man-made creed for the 
people of God to become one, not only in their fellow- 
ship and worship, but in their work and enterprises for 
the cause as well. We need to show the divine origin of 
our plan of organization by demonstrating that this pro- 
fessed oneness of Christ is all-sufficient for organizing 
Carist’s church into all the work which it, as a church, 
is called upon to do. 

In order to effect this, it is necessary, not only that 
there be a oneness of ain: and purpose, but such unity of 
action as shall bring all its forces and agencies into work- 
ing harmony. In this there must be no conflicting of 
futerests, ho clashing of opposing forces, but all its 
workings must be adjusted on the gospel plan, which 
recognizes the fact that whatever injureth or dis- 
honoreth any part or member dishonoreth the whole, 
and whatever honoreth even the smallest member hon- 
oreth the whole. 

It will readily be conceded that the adjustment of our 
denominational interests and enterprises upon this plan 
is, by no means, the easiest thing to do. But it must be 
done, or we fail to demonstrate the supremacy of our 
plan of church organization over the sects, and give 
them the right to inscribe over our endeavor, “Failure.” 
But from the nature and comprehensiveness of the work 
to be accomplished, as herein presented, it is evident 
that if accomplished at all it must be under the control 
and direction of a corporate body clothed with guthor- 
ity, corresponding to the magnitude of the work itself. 
That body, and the only body existing with us adequate 
for the emergency, is tne 


AMERICAN CHRISTIAN CONVENTION. 


If that body is not equal to this work, I know of no 
power among us that is. Furthermore, if this is not the 
work for said body, I know ef no other object worth the 
time, and travel, and expense consumed in attending its 
meetings. To my mind this is, and should be, the spe- 
cial object and work of the convention. For fourteen 
years we have been looking for something substantial 
and effective in this direction as the outcome of its or- 
ganization and deliberations, but we have looked in vain, 
and unless it can and shall put a movement of this kind 
into effective operation, I see no occasion for the contin- 
uance of that august body. Therefore, I most earnestly 
recommend that this association give this subject special 
attention at this meeting, and take, if possible, some de- 
cisive action relative to it; and if we can do no more, to 
at least give an unequivocal expression of its sentiment 
concerning the importance of a movement of chis char- 
acter, and earnestly urge upon the American Christian 
Convention that it make this ITS FIRST SPECIAL AND 
MAIN BUSINESS at its next session, to devise and mature 
plan by which all our denominational interests shall be 
fostered and enhanced without interference or confliction 
the one with the other, by which the good of each shall 
be subserved in harmony with all the rest. Further- 
more, as a work of this nature and magnitade calls for 
consideration and plan to mature which 1equires more 
time than that limited to a four days’ session of the con- 
vention, I recommend that this association urge upon the 
convention the importance of appointing a competent 
committee, at least six months before the next meeting of 
theconvention,that it may have ample time forconference 
and deliberation to mature and present a plan for the 
consideration and action of the body. I also suggest that 
this committee should be men of the largest experience 
with us; men of broad and liberal views concerning the 
nature and scope of the work to be included in the plan, 
and at the same time such as are not, pre-committed to 
any pet plan, or any determined course or policy of ac- 
tion, that the make-up of said committee should be such 
as to give the most ample and impartial canvass of the 
subject and result in the presentation of wise Christian 
provisions for carrying forward the work. ° 


TWO PLANS 


Are here suggested for the consideration of the body 
competent to take action thereon. 
The ene is that which eonsidevs all eur interests de- 
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nominationally in common, gathers in funds for their 
aid and encouragement into a common treasury, and ap- 
portions out and disburses to each from ihe same, ac- 
cording to the judgment and decision of a financial and 
disbursing committee appointed for that special purpose. 

The other 20 eli OC between our interests as 
general and local, apportions out territory to be regard- 
ed as belonging expressly to each local interest, makes 
provision for and conducts the canvass for the aid of 
each, both local and general, and thus forms the super- 
vising financial bourd to all our financial enterprises. 

According to the first-named plan, I would say, let our 
Quadrennial Convention take under its fostering super- 
vision all our denominational interests, namely, educs- 
tional, publishing, Sunday-school, relief, ané missionary 
departments. Let them appoint a financial board, which 
shall represent, equally as possible, all these depart- 
ments. Let there be a general and thorough canvass of 
all our churches. Let the proceeds thereof be deposited 
in one general fund, and let the said financial board dis- 
burse from this fund to each of these departmentg 
according as it shall decide in each instance by its own 
majority vote. 

According to the second plan, I would say, let our 
Quadrennial Convention distinguish between what it 
shall regard as general interests, belonging in common 
to the whole denomination, and what it shall regard as 
local or peculiar to certain enterprises or localities; but 
tu determine, if it can, or as near as it can consistent 
with circumstances, the rightful territory of each local 
interest. Let it consult the wants of each local as well 
as each general interest, and so provide for the meeting 
of these varied wants by both general and special can- 
vass, that the greatest possible good of all shall be sub- 
served, and prosperity, harmony, and gladness prevail 
in all our borders. 

But, whether the first or the second, or neither of these 
plans be adopted, we say, by all means let the convention, 
at its next meeting, enter upon something definite and de- 
cisive in this matter, only that it be a plan, a definite plan, a 
broad and comprehensive plan—oue that shall anticipate 
our denominational needs, and comprehend and provide 
the means for meeting them; a plan which in its effi- 
cient prosecution shall reach and include every associa- 
tion, conference, church, and individual member of the 
Christian denomination, and which will not cease to ex- 
ercise its divine authority, nor stay iis onward goings, 
until there shall be no longer any occasion for its exist- 
ence, or the existence of this Christian body itself, be- 
cause the world has been redeemed from the thralldom 
of sin, and the church militant has become the church 
triumphant; till God himself shall say to us and his 
people: ‘Well done; ’tis enough; cease from thy toils, 
and enter into rest.”’ 

All of which is respectfully submitted for the consid- 
eration of this Christian body.

ORGANIZATIUON.—No. 2. 

In a February number of the HERALD I enéeavored 
to present to its readers a few reasons why I believed 
that we, as an organized body, were in need of a 
“broader,” and I now add, stronger, basis of working 
system. : 

In business capacities, a man shrewd in business has 
certain rules of action which govern him in his entire 
circuit of transaction, and he adheres closely to them. 
A society, established for the prosecution of some in- 
dustrial undertaking, should have a certain code of 
laws which would cover their whole ground of opera- 
tion; and the welfare of their organization would de- 
pend upon a close application to the same. Should 
they enter new fields of action, they would need new 
laws to govern them—such as bear directly upon that. 
The temporal affairs of lile are executed after a fashion, 
and having for its working order a system, that means 
business. Brethren in Christ, we mean business; and, 
as men, let us see to it that we, as an organized body, 
have such rules of action that we can not fail in the 
prosecution of a grander and more glorious work from 
the standpoint of our people; that we may “lose’”’ no 
ground, but continually gain in the cause of Christian- 
ity. The church is an organization of itself, the con- 
ference another, the Quadrennial another. Each de- 
pends upon the other; and, while that is necessarily 
the case, let them be so organized, and each a sequence 
of the other, as to contribute to the highest good of 
our body. 

Let us now consider the subject of finance. A thor- 
oughly organized system of raising means for the sup- 
port of the gospel. is absolutely necessary, because 
great means are needed, and also there is a constant 
cry from every quarter for help—to aid seminaries and 
colleges, missionaries both home and foreign, to help 


churches and the ministry in various ways; and then 
the cry of help does not cease. We will not fully dis- 
cuss the subject here, but we believe in enjoining upon 
every member of the church a certain sum per capita. 
Then the ery of help would cease. Each member 
would know their individual duty (we speak not of a 
member’s duty toward his own church), and, when they 
shall have given the stated amount, they may feel that 
they not only have done their duty in that direction, 
but that the necessary amount is raised. You will 
bear witness with me when I say that the constant ap- 
peal for help is disparaging to the best results in church 
work. A continual cry made, and yet not out of debt! 
It is disparaging because every environment to the sup- 
port ot the gospel and growth of our people is weaken- 
ed because of the need of support. With this, as well 
as all other environments to the cause, the Quadrennial 
is the place where it should be fully established,—be- 
cause that is where our church is or ought to be fully 
represented. We say that for the necessary fund we 
believe it necessary to levy a certain tax per capita; 
and, in order that all may be reached in every confer- 
ence and every church, let there be one man, perhaps, 
elected by that body, paying him a salary sufficient to 
enable him to attend to all the business necessary to 
the raising of funds. Let that man act both as secre- 
tary and treasurer of the entire financial system. It 
shall be his duty to confer with the president of every 
conference; require the president of each conference 
to confer with the pastor of every church; require the 
pastor of every church to reach every member of the 
church, and also of his congregation (work easily done). 
Then, and not till then, would all be called upon to 
make up the grand whole, each giving the “widow’s 
mite.” But few would refuse to give when they know 
that every member of the denomination is asked to 
contribute to the same end. We can not say that it 
would answer to levy the same tax upon each one, but 
how easy to adjust that matter! At present the call is 
made to a certainend. But few respond. The cause 
is obvious. When they do, it is too many times grudg- 
ingly, because they know that a// do not respond, and 
thus not one twenty-fifth of the amount is raised. Let 
it be the duty of the Quadrennial to stipulate the 
amount of means that it may desire to raise within the 
four years to come, and then how easily could the 
amount per capita be apportioned among the entire 
membership! Should that body think it necessary to 
raise sixty thousand dollars, let them so direct and des- 
ignate to what end said amount should be contributed. 
Then the result would be this: Of the sixty to seventy- 
five thousand members of the church and congrega- 
tions, the tax per capita would be only one- dollar in 
the four years, or twenty-five cents per year. Who 
would refuse to give this little mite when he knows 
that his brother is contributing to the same end, hop- 
ing to see such grand results? Notone. We dare say, 
and that emphatically, that there would not be one 
one hundredth part of the fault found with our system 
of finance, and the end for which our means are used. 
Should that body think it necessary to raise twice the 
sum already mentioned, one hundred and twenty thou- 
sand dollars, you would readily see what would be re- 
quired of each individual—very small indeed—fiity 
cents. 


Should this system not meet the approval of that 
body, let them appointa finance committee, dne of whom 
shall be elected by said committee as a body as secretary 
and treasurer, and let them designate the amount to be 
taised and to what end the amount should be contrib- 
uted. Then, taking either course, instead of a contin- 
ual call for help (and the result, how uncertain; crip- 
pled because of not énough means of support); instead 
of all that may come up to hinder any enterprise in the 
establishment of the church, it would all be canceled 
by a draft upon the treasury for the amount as ordered 
by either body. Again, an enterprise need not rush on 
blindly, because it knows what help it is to receive 
from the people, mostly through the general treas- 
ury. Antioch and Union Christian colleges, Le Grand 
and Christian Biblical institutes, the Franklinton Mis- 
sion and other schools, besides many other needs of 
help, would know what they were to receive. Then 
there would be a cessation of begging by the same. 
Sufficient means would be raised. Far greater satis- 
faction would be given upon every hand among the 
brethren. Money would be raised, contributed by the 
feelings of the heart, for the gospel. What greater end 
could be attained than the accomplishment of this? 


Our institutions are laboring under financial embar- 
rassment. Brethren, this ought not to be, this need 
not be. Not simply our schools, but every organiza- 
tion, contributing to the good of the cause! The 


ery of “help” goes forth, but I believe that the gen- 


eral response will not be given nor the desired end 
reached until a better system of raising means is uni- 
versally adopted. 

Here I close for this time, asking your candid con- 
sideration.

Repentance is an intelligent act of the will. If it is 
pure, real, genuine, it is a scientific moral process by 
which man begins a new life in Christ. It is thé root- 
ing, radical stage, fundamental in the teachings of 
Jesus, John the Baptist, and the apostles. Jesus opens 
his great mission with these words that are aimed di- 
rectly at the will, “Repent ye.” 

Repentance works in’ the conscience as well as in the 
will. It isin man what the plow and drag are to the 
untilled land. The more thorough the plowing and 
dragging, other things being equal, the richer the har- 
vest. Science teaches that not only morally, but phys- 
ically, a man can not be a Christian by winking at 
repentance. The Greek word forrepentance, metanoia, 
means, first, a change of the modes of thoughts and feel- 
ings; second, a practical reformation; third, reversal of 
the past. 

When a ship at sea, amid fogs, clouds, and storms, 
has been driven out of her path into wild and un- 
known seas, the first thing the commander does is to 
examine his charts and the stars and trim the ship 
and put her on the right track again. When a man 
is lost in the woods he either examines his compass, 
or scans the heavens for the north star, or he accepts 
the kind offices of a friendly guide. This is applied 
science. 

When a man lost in sin, stumbling on dark moun- 
tains, and drifting with storms of burning passions of 
lust, comes to himself and goes straight to his fa- 
ther’s house, naked, wounded, and thirsty, and hungry, 
and says, “Father, I am whipped’ (Luke 15: 17-22), 
that is what I call scientific repentance. Righteous- 
ness and truth have kissed each other. Science is ex- 
act knowledge. 

Consulting the teaching of Jesus, following the light 
of the bright and morning star—the Christ—and turn- 
ing away from sin to God, that is repentance. “Let 
the wicked forsake his ways, and the unrighteous man 
his thoughts: and let him return unto the Lord, and 
he will have mercy upon him; and to our God, for he 
will abundantly pardon.” 

Science and Christianity supplement each other, and 
point to the great gulf in which all the impenitent re- 
main imprisoned until they are delivered through re- 
pentance toward God and faith in our Lord Jesus

THE AGENT'S FLYING TRIP TO NEW YORK. 

The selection of the writer by the board of trustees 
as financial agent of the Publishing House, was deemed 
cause sufficient by some good friends in our old home 
for a visit for consultation with the members of the 
church with whom we have been connected as pastor 
for more than eight years. 

Leaving Dayton, via the New York, Penseabenta. 
and Ohio Railroad, on Friday morning, the 18th inst., 
about ten o’clock, we were soon flying at a tremendous 

‘rate over the steel rails of that most excellent road. 
No incident occurred to break in upon the monotony of 
a ride of over seven hundred miles, much of which we 
passed in reading, making in the meantime one sermon 
and finding a subject for a second. 

It was abeut ten o’clock Saturday morning when we 
reached Middletown, New York. Here we were greeted 
by our married daughter, Lillie, and several dear 
friends, who had come to meet us at the depot. What 
a pleasure to greet the faithful triends of years gone 
by! How joyous will be the meeting when, on the 
“evergreen shore,” we meet to part no more! 

For nearly eight years our Gospel Temperance Union 
had held a meeting every Saturday night in the Free 
Christian Church, and thither at the appointed hour 
we took our way, and founda large company assembled, 
who made our welcome apparent by applause hearty and 
long continued, which, on our part, was responded to 
by the grasp of scores of familiar hands as we went 
from seat to seat for that purpose. A speech, of course, 
was in order, which was not a hard task, especially as 
we had good news to tell of the nearly eight hundred 
who had recently taken the pledge in our meetings in 
Dayton. 

Sunday morning found us in the old Bible class, 
where we had taken such solid comfort searching the 
Scriptures. There were forty-seven present, and it did 
seem so natural! In the afternoon, on entering the au- 
dience-room of the church, a rare sight met our eyes— 
fair hands had transformed the large platform into a 
garden of sweet flowers, in pots and bouquets, such as 
one but seldom sees, even in this day of the beau- 
tiful,in the house of the Lord. In the rear of this 
lovely scene on the wall was ‘Welcome Home’”’ in 
handsome letters, the whole surrounded with evergreen. 
What a throng of people! Well, we never expect to 
have as many warm friends anywhere else, or such 
bitter enemies. It was refreshing to sound out the old 
message to the hundreds gathered there, and to tell 
them once more that the shining light of the Christian 
was not his prayers or singing or preaching, but Christ 
in him producing good works, so that men could see 
them and glorify the heavenly Father. Again in the 
evening a goodly company listened to the word. 

Before leaving a free-will offering of more than $26 
was given us to pay expenses, and what was better than 
money, the continued confidence and love of a people 
who have been uncommonly kind for many years. God 
bless and keep them all! 

We spent much of Monday in New York City, look- 
ing after library books for our Sunday-schools, Bibles 
for our preachers and teachers, and some temperance 
literature for everybody. At night we were on our 
way home, a part of the time making better time than a 
mile a minute, reaching Dayton Tuesday night, not a 
minute behind card time. Business enough we found 
waiting for us to employ our time more profitably than 
in scribbling these lines, so we stop.

MISTAKES ACKNOWLEDGED. 

The HERALD oF GosPEL LIBERTY finds its financial 
support in money from Democrats, Republicans, Pro- 
hibitionists, and Greenbackers. It is manifest that 
however careful one may try to write on the political 
side of prohibition, he is pretty sure to arouse criticism 
and call out adverse opinions. So of any other of the 
leading questions in which the public are divided in 
opinion. I think the advice of our editor is, un- 
der the circumstances, the wisest and best. He says 
in a recent editorial: “Let us avoid those subjects, the 
discussion of which tend to strife or doubtful disputa- 
tions.” 

We all have our political opinions, and there are other 
channels besides our church paper in which we may, if 
we choose, make them known. Every man hasa right to 
vote for any candidate who in his judgment best reflects 


his views. It is tor him to take chances as to the con- 
sequences. 

I took the view, in my vote, of a prominent Christian 
minister in Ohio, who is well known as an effective 
temperance orator, and who did good work in that state 
in 1883, when there was a direct issue on the question 
of prohibition. Some of Mr. St. John’s managers came 
to him last fall to again take the field in behalf of the 
presidential candidate. Hesaid,‘“‘No. Mr. St. John’s 
election at this time is an impossibility. The choice 
will be between two men—it is either Grover Cleve- 
land or James G. Blaine, and I have my decided prefer- 
ence.” 

The temperance vote in Ohio in 1883, when there was 
a direct issue, was, I think, over 300,000. In 1884 the 
vote for St. John was 11,069. These figures show the 
drift of public sentiment as it existed last fall. As be- 
fore remarked, the small fraction of any party may vote 
as they see fit. One juror may stand out against the 
eleven and thus prevent a verdict. One of my critics 
insists that it is not throwing away a vote to vote as the 
Prohibitionists did. He certainly has the right to think 
so if he wishes. 

It may be of interest to some of our readers to know 
the percentage of the vote as cast for the four can- 
dates:

These compilations are taken from the Tribune Alma- 
nac. Weall know what the result was, and every man 
will draw his own conclusions as to the wisdom of the 
course pursued in refusing to listen to the advice of such 
men as ex-President Woolsey, who urged temperance 
people not to hazard a change by voting for a candidate 
who could not possibly be elected. 

During the heat of the canvass, and since the elec- 
tion, it was asserted -by some of Mr. St. John’s oppo- 
nents that he or some of his managers had received 
money from the Democratic National Committee to in- 
duce him to stick. This has not been proved, and un- 
til it can be shown that it was so the accused party 
should be declared not guilty. Upwards of 150,000 
votes were cast for Mr. St. John in all the states, and I 
have no doubt but that they were given from an ear- 
nest desire to checkmate the rum power.

—A special effort is being made to pay the floating 
debt on the Methodist Episcopal Church at Ravenswood,

—The two Presbyterian churches at St. Ignace, Mich., 
each report an addition of seventy-two members during 
the past year. 

—An effort, that promises to be successful, is being 
made to erect a French Protestant Evangelical Taber- 
nacle in Chicago, Illinois. 7 : 

—The Rev. Thomas Harrison has closed his revival 
work at the Trinity Methodist Church of Chicago, and 
will go from there to Louisville, Ky. 

—The Park Avenue Methodist Episcopal Church at 
Chicago, IIll., have at last succeeded in canceling a heavy 
debt. Jubilee services were held on last Sunday. 

—The special services at Immanuel Baptist Church at 
Chicago, IlMnois, have been very successful; seventy- 
two persons have united with the church by baptism. 

—Itis now announced positively that the revised Old 
Testament will be ready for issue on May 2ist, being 
issued simultaneously in London, New York, and Phil- 
adelphia. 

—The Michigan State Association of Congregational 
Churches will meet at Jackson, Mich., May 20th to 24th. 
About 300 ministers and delegates are expected to be in 
attendance. 

—The pastoral relationship exisiing between the Rev. 
Samuel D. Burchard and the Murray Hill Presbyterian 
Church was formally dissolved on April 13th by the 
New York Presbytery. 

—The Presbyterian and Baptist societies of Cairo, 
Michigan, have united, and until further notice will hold 
their Sunday evening service together. A hint worth 
pondering for small towns. 

—There is every indication that the Rev. L. W. Olney 
will give his entire services to ihe people at Pullnian, 
Illinois. At present it seems very possible to make the 
church entirely self-supporting. 

—The foundation of the new Reformed Dutch Church 
at 123d Street and Sixth Avenue, New York, was 
laid on April 12th. A chapel and parsonage will also be 
erected, that, including the church, will cost $200,000. 

—The congregation of the Sinai Synagogue of Chicago, 
Ill., have passed several important resolutions, the most 
important being that the rite of circumcision is not an 
essential condition to precede or follow admission to 
membership in the Sinai congregation. 

—Excavations have b°en made for the Church of the 
Epiphany, Ashland Avenue, Chicago, Ill. The church 
will cost $50,000. A free Methodist Church is in process 
of construction on Mozart Street, same city; and a Bap- 
tist Church will be erected at the corner of Humboldtand 
Cortland streets. 

—A Bible Institute will be held in Chicago in May and 
June, for Christian workers. The Rev. W. G. Moore- 
head, D. D., of Xenia, Ohio, the Rev. E. P. Goodwin, D. 
D., of Chicago, and Major D. W. Whittle are among the 
instructors. Inquiries should be addressed to Miss E. 
Dryer, Bible Institute, No. 150 Madison Street, Chicago, 
Illinois. 

—The Rev. C. C. Goss has fitted up a part of his house, 
at No. 97 Varick Street, New York, as a hall for union re- 
vival services and such other uses as the needs of those 
attending may require and means will allow. The 
meetings Sunday, Tuesday, and Thursday evenings will 
open with a short discourse, followed with devotional 
singing, experiences, submission and consecration to 
Christ. 

—At the session of the New York East Conference 
Bishop Merrill ordained the following persons to the 
diaconate: Henry Blatz, John H. Little, Russell W. 
Whitcomb, and R. A. Jernberg. The following persons 
were also ordained to the order of elders: Benjamin F. 
Kidder, William A. Layton, H. M. Livingston, and Will- 
iam Hammond. In the evening the anniversary of the 
Church Extension Society was held, with an address by 
the Rev. Dr. A. J. Kynett, of Philadelphia, correspond- 
ing secretary of the society.

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THE GOSPEL IN THE FLOWERS. 


“Consider the lilies, how they grow.’”’—Jesus. 

Flowers. are the angels, fairies, and nymphs of the 
vegetable world—the living gems of earth. Their 
smiles are the cheer, and their bows the courtesy of 
nature. They are the goddesses that gather nature’s 
sweetest nectar in little chalices of gold. They area 
fountain of pure and refined enjoyment, a world of ex- 
quisite influences which delight, but do not satiate nor 
corrupt the senses. Their presence is refreshing and 
refining.. They relieve the monotony of the plain, and 
make the cold and rugged hillside look cheerful. They 
brighten up the log cabin, as they clamber up the rus- 
tie window, and speak of love and hope within. The 
barefoot children, as they come rolicking down the 
lane, involuntarily halt and pay their homage to the 
rose or the lily, and unconsciously are made better and 
purer by the contact. The cultivation of flowers has 
often been the stepping-stone to decency, taste, and re- 
finement. They have inspired faith and hope in the 
heart of the weary traveler over the deserts of earth, 
and kept the soul from despair in the gloomy prison 
—a fit emblem of the Christian life. Flowers are the 
illuminated texts in the book of nature, that speak of 
God’s goodness—‘“God is love”—and upon them are 
lavished the blessings of the universal heart of man- 
kind. 

The oriental amoret writes his love in nosegays, and 
believes that Cupid’s arrows are tipped with corolla. 
With us flowers form the bridal crown, and garland the 
marriage altar—lovely type of purity, affection, and 
wedlock. They wreathe the cradle of infancy in a sweet 
emblem of innocence and weakness, the bow of prom- 
ise—prophet of the parental heart—that after the blos- 
som comes the fruit. They soften the hand of afflic- 
tion, and alleviate the fevered brain. While they de- 
light the senses and soothe the nerves, they softly teach 
lessons of wisdom and innocence, calculated to make 
man wiser and better. 

On the funeral casket the gathered flowers lie a pa- 
thetic emblem of the severed tie and still warm aftec- 
tion. Around the tomb entwined they nourish hope, 
because to the soul’s intuition their perpetually rerew- 
ed beauty is a symbol of the resurrection. At the 
grave flowers are an expression and an emblem of the 
crown of life. Blessed, though fading crown on 
earth, glorious, eternal coronation in heaven! The 
geologists tell us that in the early epochs of the world’s 
history there are but few traces of flowers, and that 
these were of a very commonplace character. Only 
when the great Architect was about to bring in human 
tenants, do we find the trees clothed in luxuriant robes 
of variegated splendor; for man is the only living be- 
ing on earth capable of appreciating their beauty and 
fragrance. Their beauty and symmetry of stem and 
leaf, their variety and harmony of color, are useless so 
far as ripening the fruit and fertilizing the seed is con- 
cerned. They must therefore have been created to 
provide for mankind a pure and delicate pleasure, an 
unsullied and instructive teacher. Perfect and lovely 
as they are they need auxiliaries—soil, air, sunshine, 
dew—all are necessary to their growth. “Consider the 
lilies, how they grow.” 

Religion is a sensitive plant, and must be well cared 
for by its possessor, for, like the flower, when growth 
ceases decay begins. For the diligent soul all agencies 
combine to help—the rich soil of God’s word, the at- 
mosphere of Christian influence, the sunshine of the

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A PASTOR'S SOLILOQUY—No. 3. 


My companion is indisposed, and there are ten miles 
of terrible mud, covered with snow, between me and my 
congregation. The first Lord’s day spent with my fam- 
ily in a long time. 

Few will be disappointed, though some people will sit 
by their cosy fires and feel little sympathy for those ex- 
posed to the inclement weather. Human nature has 
such a variety of phases that a life-time will hardly 
suffice to learn them all. . So many tire of the narrow 
way, and find so many temptations to turn aside, that it 
is necessary to exhort them daily, and then the anxious 
pastor has his fears that he bestows much of his labor 
in vain. eid 

There are.the “‘way-side” hearers, the “‘stonyground” 
hearers, and the “thorny ground” hearers, together 


with the artificial systems of revival work; and drones 
and chronic fault-finders have found their way into 
the churches—spiritual dead-heads, who assume to 
dictate how the work should be done, but who expect 
to eat their bread in the sweat of others’ faces. The 
success of the church depends, under God, upon the 
activity and influence of the few instead of the many. 
This is true of all societies so far as my observation has 
extended. 

Some preachers dig up the bones of their buried an- 
cestors, and use them over the heads of their hearers 
till they bring them to tears, and then receive them into 
the church without any effective Christian education 
or evidence of sins forgiven. They soon find them- 
selves in charge of a mass of human nature at once un- 
wieldy and unexemplary in life. They fail toillustrate 
the “beauty of holiness’ and the reality of the Christian 
religion. Theprejudices of theimpenitent are deepened 
and their doubts strengthened. When will the ‘salt’ 
season the mass and the “light” of Christian life be 
turned fully upon the dark and dangerous paths of 
sin? Counting sheep is an insignificant matter as com- 
pared with the interest we should feel in the salvation 
of souls. 

Some measurably destroy their usefulness by a sick- 
ening affectation—try to be unnatural in manner, gest- 
ure, accentation, and intonation of voice. This all has 
the appearante of an effort to be somebody else, and 
generally fails to be anybody. This simpering, unnat- 
uralness is disgusting to the refined and intelligent 
hearer—generally drives him away and leaves the igno- 
rant gudgeon to fall into the net. When display is any 
part of the preacher’s object he should display his ac- 
quaintance with the Bible—his deep convictions of its 
truth, and give expression to those convictions in the 
most natural and effective manner he can. Let him 
show that he feels the force of the sentiments to which 
he gives utterance without ceasing to be himself. I 
should study to find and understand God’s precious 
truth, and then the most affective way to present that 
truth. I should educate the people tv understand their 
duty and encourage them to do it; but I can only be my- 
self and do my own work. 

I have read the Bible upon my knees, and prayed for 
an understanding, while the “woe is unto me if I 
preach not the gospel’’ was ringing in my ears and stir- 
ring my senses. Forty-three years ago, upon my knees 
in the woods, and with God’s book before me, I pledged 
my life and talents to the Master to labor in his vine- 
yard by his grace. My hand is laid to the plow, I dare 
not look back; rather I am looking forward to the re- 
ward. I must utilize the talents given—invest to the 
best advantage, that I may account. for principal and 
accrued interest when the “reckoning” time shall come. 
My pen will not tell how glad I am to-day that in my 
youth “I confessed not with flesh and blood,” but 
preached “the Christ the Son of God’’—the crucified— 
“the resurrection and the life;” for had I deferred till 
now it would have been too late, and instead of the 
comforting consciousness that in spite of my poverty and 
ignorance I have done what I could, my cup would be 
filled with bitter regrets. 

Christ chose his followers from the busy class. He 
wants them to continue busy, only that the Galilean fish- 
ermen should change their tacticsand learn to catch men. 
Satan selects his from the ranks of the idle and edu- 
cates them to oppose thechief good. Strange that after 
the chase for knowledge there should be comparatively 
little vital Godliness in the world. The theories and 
opinions of men are better suited to fleshly minds and 
depraved hearts than God’s precious truth; hence they 
are received with avidity and practical Godliness is no 
part of the object in view. ‘Many are called but few 
chosen.” Our righteousness must “exceed the right- 
eousness of scribes and Pharisees,” or we “shall in no 
wise enter the kingdom of heaven.” 

As I approach the finale of this toilsome life my 
“blessed hope” grows more inspiring. The blessed 
“anchor, sure and steadfast,” and that enters into that 
“within the veil!” I expect “this mortal will put on 
immortality, this corruptible will put on incorruption,” 
and “death will be swallowed up in victory.” I do not 
expect to lose my identity nor the power to recognize 
those I have known and loved here. If the material- 
istic theory is true, that I have no soul or spirit- 
nature, and it is also true that this body shall not be 
raised from thé grave, then I shall not only lose my 
identity but myself. If I am to be somebody else with- 
out a transfer of my knowledge and experience in this 





life how shall I appreciate my reward, or understand 
its significance? This is cold; it chillsmyheart. Oh, 
let me persuade the people to prepare to meet God, and 
leave to him the management of the intermediate world, 
the resurrection, and the future life. What he does 
will be wisely and justly done; and let all the people

OUTLINES OF A SERMON. 


“And I saw and bear record that this is the Son of 
God.” John 1: 34. 

John was a forerunner of Christ, and it was God’s 
plan, from what we learn of the prophet Isaiah. He 
was working in obedience to God, advertising the com- 
ing of Christ, ignorant as to who the Christ would be 
(John 1:31), although they were related, and I sup- 
pose they were well acquainted from the fact that their 
mothers were cousins and intimate friends. But John 
had no idea that Jesus was to be the Christ till the day 
he baptized him and he heard the voice of God, “This 
is my Son,” and then he knew Jesus was the Son of 
God. John had no doubt as to who Jesus was because 
God told him that he was his Son, and he went on and 
preached repentance and baptism, and was even will- 
ing to die for Jesus. 

Now, the skeptic says that John did doubt, and he 
refers us to Matthew 11: 3—“Art thou he that should 
come, or do we look for another?” He claims that 
when John was cast into prison and found that Jesus 
did not deliver him, he was not so sure about Jesus be- 
ing the Christ as he was the day he baptized him, and 
now he wants him to tell him again who he is. 

My answer to the skeptic is this—that John had his 
disciples with him, and they were hoping that Jesus 
would come and release John; but when they found 
that their teacher would have to die they began to 
doubt, and probably asked John if it was not possible 
that he was mistaken in Jesus, and probably said to 
him, “This may not be the Christ; we have heard a 
great deal about him. Now, John, what do you really 
think about him—do you think he is the Son of God?” 
Well, John did not think anything about it, he knew 
it, but he found that he could not make them believe 
by telling them, so he took the wise plan: “Go to 
Jesus for yourself, and see his works, and ask him for 
yourself.” 

John was like the preacher of to-day, he could get 
them to wonder whether Jesus was the Christ, and get 
them anxious to find out, but could not make them be- 
lieve beyond doubt till they came for themselves. 
When they did go to Jesus it appears that they were 
satisfied, for they had nothing to say against him, be- 
cause they had learned of him—they had seen the blind 
eyes opened, the dead made alive, the lame walk, the 
dumb speak, etc. 

Now, to the skeptic I would say, Go to Christ and 
see the dead made alive and the dumb speak.

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“THUS SAITH THE LORD.” 


“Give us just what the Bible says—no opinions of 
men; no scrapping the Scriptures; opinions of men 
are worth nothing to us; only what Jesus and the apos- 
tles said and did is our guide, and we know we are 
right—infallibly correct.” 

Thus say our Disciple brethren. Good, and very 
good, are these utterances—just the principles the 
church and the world need to live out, and soon the 
church could be united and the world converted, and 
the millennium be come. But, alas! what they “would 
do, that they do not, and what they would not do, that 
they do.” Their first Scripture preached all over this 
land is faith, repentance, confession, and immersion in 
water for or in order to the pardon of sins. In what 
book, chapter, and verse in the Bible can we find this 
statement? Nowhere in the book is it to be found—it’s 
their opinion. The Bible does not say so. It’sa lot of 
scraps they have tucked together. 

Again, or their second Scripture, ‘Repent and be bap- 
tized every one of you [in water] for the remission of sins.” 
Acts 2: 38. Itdoes not say so—it’s their opinion. -They 
leave out the second and fourth clauses of that verse; 
instead of baptized in water, it s:ys, “Baptized in the 
name of Jesus Christ.” Yes, baptized, immersed, all 
overwhelmed in the name, love, and death of Jesus 
Christ, causes repentance of their sins and for crucify- 
inghim. Thus we “receive the gift of the Holy Ghost.”’ 
Fourth clause: It does not say pardon of sins; it says, 
“Reeeive the gift of the Holy Ghost.” John 3: 5says 
plainly in Jesus’ own words, “Except a man be born of 
water ....he can not see the kingdom of God.” Yes, 
but he does not say water baptism. Born again, not 
again and again; hence only two births are spoken of 
in that whole talk with Nicodemus. In the next 
verse Jesus explains by saying plainly, “That which 
is born of the flesh, is flesh; and that which is born of 
the Spirit, is spirit;” hence the two births are of the 
flesh and the Spirit; no water baptism spoken of there. 
Yet it is their opinion that it means water baptism, and, 
Rome-like, make their opinion of what the Scriptures 
mean the test of fellowship in church. We fellowship 
them as Christians in the church, yes, in our church (if 
I dare say our church; it’s the Lord’s church). But 
they, sect like, disfellowship and reject us from their 
church fellowship because we fellowship all who have 
the spirit of Christ, and are known by their fruits, 
and let all members be fully persuaded in their own 
minds, and as their faith is, so be it unto them, and yet 
keep thus saitlthe word as the only infallible guide in 
faith and obedience. “He that loves is born of God.” 
“God is love, and he that dwells in love dwells in God 
and God in him.” 

Do I or the church united, ignore water baptism? 
Not at all. With the soul immersed in love and God, 
and the water baptism (immersion) omitted, the person 
has only half of the “one baptism” of the whole outer 
and inner man. “Who can forbid water that these 
should not be baptized who have received the Holy 
Ghost, as well as we?” After we receive the Holy 
Ghost, or spiritof holiness—are born of God—we should 
be baptized in Jordan, or other waters, as was he— 
should follow his example. 

“Now, upon the first day of the week when the dis 
ciples met to break bread.” It is your opinion this 
means that they met every first day; and all are out of 
gospel order who do notcommune every first day of the 
week. The Bible does not say so. It is your opinion 
that you make the test of fellowship in your church, 
and, like the Roman Church, accept in church fellow- 
ship only those who accept your version or opinions of 
what the Bible means, and your loud assertions that 
there is no promise of pardon of sins only after immer- 
sion in water is false. You say no difference how much 
faith, repentance, prayer, alms, and good deeds a person 
may do he is notin the kingdom until after he is im- 
mersed in water, thus contradicting many plain Bible 
statements, viz.: ‘He that believeth is justified from 
all things.” “If we confess our sins, he is just and 
faithful and will forgive us our sins.” ‘Whosoever 
believeth im him shall receive remission of sins.” Acts 
10; 43. 

Brethren, you scrap the Scriptures more, contradict 
the Scriptures more, deny more Scripture, make more 
Scripture, and omit to preach more Scripture than any 
sect church in the land, and then cry louder for union 

on “thus saith the Lord,” Jn kindness we call your

SECTARIANISM. 

No doubt Dr. Talmage is one of the most rigid and 
stiff sectarians of our times. Within the past few months 
he has preached two sermons which may be classed 
among the apologies in favor of sectarianism, the one on 
“Tntolerance,” the other on “Evangelism.”” Both were 
apparently provoked by statements against the compact 
“little” book Evangelism, which is the cause of so much 
dyspepsia. When once thoroughly probed, his satire 
is almost enough to*consume those poor, skeptical mis- 
creants whu dare to make objection to his creed. In 
the former sermon he shared his sympathy for ‘a holy 
rivalry” among the sects upon the principle that the 
prosperity of the one is provocative of greater effort in 
the other. In this view he has the approval of Canadian 
Methodism, which constantly advocates a healthy com- 
petition while all the time priding itself with the con- 
viction that Presbyterianism is drifting towards Meth- 
odism. There is the hope ot a visible union, but it 
must be upon the basis of Methodism. The Method- 
ists of Canada look with contempt upon the churchian- 
ity of the Anglican sect, forgetful all the time of their 


own Methodist churchianity. Any one is a blind bigot | . 


who will offer any inducements to a Methodist to join 
Anglican rubrics and sacraments and come under the 
ban of Roman reaction, and yet never was the practice 
of proselytism carried on so extensively as among them, 
and I suppose no class of people has escaped with more 
lossthanourown. Many cases havecome under my own 
observation. 

There is certainly a strong and vigorous hostility be- 
tween the Church of England and the Methodists. 
Theological rancor is current in their denominational 
papers, and so the little book Evangelism is divided 
against itself. The desire of Methodism to swallow all 
Christendom is incompatible with the wish for a visible 
and vigorous emulation. It is but a wild and fanciful 
vagary to talk of union in the air and still perpetuate 
sectism upon earth. 

In the latter sermon he assumes the guardianship of 
the little book of Evangelism, which is none other than 
the hybrid of sectarianism; for, according to their own 
concessions, no religious body contains any more than an 
element of evangeljsm, and it is the putting of those 
elements together which constitutes the evangelical 
brotherhood. The book of the vision, even though 
small, was very suggestife to the unbridled imagination 
of the good Doctor. It first suggested the multifarious 
creed of evangelical churches (sects); and, secondly, 
the lack of intelligence in these skeptical preachers, for 
he very meaningly says, “All intelligent people have 
creeds.” 

Since he says so much about evangelism, it is often a 
mystery to me how he can digest such a book when 
such men as Drs. Channing, Priestly, Price, Sir Isaac 
Newton, John Locke, and John Milton could not even 
swallow it, and just when so many eminent Presby- 
terian divines are spewing it forth and embracing the 
theory of evolution. Andif we should group all the 
sentiments of Christendom about deity, abaut the soul, 
and about the unseen future which have been labeled 
evangelical, together, we should have a splendid group 
of contradictions and absurdities. Even the West- 
minster Catechism is teeming with them. For example, 
the unconditional election is incompatible with man’s 
free agency; the fact of one Supreme Being with a tri- 
personality. However, the scalpel of the. mad anato- 
mist js not quite so given to the work of dissection as the 
little creed, Evangelism, 

Nobody whe has ever read the Westmiuster Confes- 


He has given us a crippled statement throughout. 
Although some may have falsified the Presbyterian 
position, yet we are convinced that the learned Doctor 
has given us anything but a fair idea of what itis. No 
doubt Dr. Schenck will thank him for his obeisance, and 
the Baptists and Methodists will feel highly flattered 
with his apologies for their interests. 

There are yet great defects in the theories of unity 
which are not intended to hasten the matter but to 
palliate the interests of sectarianism.

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BREAD FOR THE COMMUNION. 





Seeing a question published in the HERALD some 
few weeks since, propounded by a good sister in regard 
to the preparation of bread for the communion, sug- 
gested the following brief letter. : 

During my ministry,I have witnessed a good deal of 
carelessness and unfitness in the preparation of bread 
for the solemn service of the communion. 

In one case I was called upon at the close of a ses- 
sion of conference to aid in the ministration of the 
bread and wine in commemoration of the broken body 
and shed blood of the Lord of glory; and uncovering 
that which I had every reason to believe was bread pre- 
pared for the occasion, lo and behold it was a couple 
of plates filled with crackers! I was indeed sorely 
grieved that any brethren should beso unthoughtful. 
as to set crackers before the Lord’s people to commem- 
orate the dying sufferings and broken body of the Re- 
deemer of the world. 

In I. Cor. 5: 7 Christ is said to be our Passover. In 
the 12th chapter of Kxodus, in the institution of the 
Lord’s Passover, we find that unleavened bread was 
used. Eighth verse: “And they shall eat the flesh in 
that night, roast with fire, and unleavened bread.” 
The lamb there was the type, and Jesus is the real 
substance (Antitype) of which it was figurative. 

“For even Christ our Passover is sacrificed for us. 

.. Therefore let us keep the feast, not with old 
leaven, neither with the leaven of malice and wicked- 
ness, but with the unleavened’ bread of sincerity and 
truth.” I. Cor. 5. That this feast has reference to 
the communion [ have not the least doubt. If so, un- 
leavened bread is the only bread that is fit to be used in 
commemoration of the death and sufferings of the Lord 
of glory until he comes again without sin unto salva- 
tion. 

Moreover, I am constrained to believe that whereas 
in the wisdom of God those two memorable events 
were set in the night—one to commemorate the es- 
cape of. the children of Israel from the land of bond- 
age and their escape from the destroying angel, the 
other to commemorate the death and sufferings of 
the Lord Jesus Christ and of our escape through him 
from the bondage of sin, and our salvation from the 
destroying hand of the second death, and of the eter- 
nal life to be enjoyed through him in the heavenly 
Canaan, of which the earthly is figurative—that at 
night, or in the night-time, is the most fitting time to 
commemorate this solemn scene and to bring to our re- 
membrance our blessed Lord until he come. 

The service of the Lord in every particular, when 
properly attended to, is earnest and impressive. I do 
not believe in doing anything for the Lord in a care- 
less manner. 

I was once engaged as pastor of a church where the 
church stood on a lot of ground adjoining another, the 
back end of the church being immediately on the line 
between the two lots; and the man owning the land 
joining up thereto fenced his lot, nailing the beards to 
the church—which seemed to me like nailing the hands 
of the Redeemer to the coarse wood and thrusting the 
spear into his side. I do not believe in serving the 
Lord by piece-meal or in a careless, don’t care manner. 

These lines have been written with earnestness, but 
in tenderness of heart, hoping thereby to provoke the 
Lord’s people to some good.

ANSWERS TO CORRESPONDEN TS. 

Quite a number of questions have been sent in to us 
coupled with the request that we answer through the 
HuiraALp. The most of these questions ‘are practical, 
and we shall try to answer all. By taking this course 
our editorial will be somewhat lengthy, but we hope 
not uninteresting to our readers: 

“Bro. Jones,—What should be done in the case of a 
minister of Christ who during a revival season, throw- 
ing aside the instincts of a gentleman, to say nothing of 
Christianity, calls his hearers hoodlums, doughheads, 
things, etc.? Speaking of others, he said they were Jez- 
ebels and Agags. Tell us through the HERALD.” 

We are very sad that such a state of things exists at 
all, and hope that there is no other similar case in the 
world. Perhaps there is a history in this that goes 
back and involves others as blameworthy somewhat. 
It has been said substantially that in every quarrel 
there are at least two persons to blame, and doubtless 
there has been some provocation. But we can conceive 
of no state of things that would warrant or in the least 
sanction-such a spirit or such language. The individ- 
ual referred to is either an unregenerate man or yielded 
so far to bad temper and passion as to be unconscious 
of his spirit and language. In either case he should 
make a public confession, tender his resignation, and 
earnestly repent of his sin. “Brethren, if a man be 
overtaken in a fault, ye that are spiritual restore such 
an one in the spirit of meekness, considering thyself 
lest thou also be tempted.” 

“Bro. Jones,—Will you please answer through the 
HERALD the following?—Since my conversion and en- 
trance into church I have studied Scripture and religious 
literature, and I am very much puzzled when I strike 
foreordination, predestination, hereditary total deprav- 
ity, the blessed trinity, vicarious atonement. Will you 
give a full examination of all the above terms in a clear, sim- 
ple manner ?”’ 

Much as we desire to gratify every reasonable request 
we are compelled to say, we can not do it; life is too 
short. If we were sure that we should live to the age 
of Methuselah, and could borrow the brains of Locke, 
Chalmers, Milton, Priestly, and Channing, we should 
not be able to give a “full examination” of all that has 
been written on these subjects, and as for reducing 
them to terms “in a clear, simple manner,” it is impos- 
sible. They never have been clear toanybody. There 
never has been a man able to comprehend them. Ar- 
dent lovers of these theories designate most of them as 
mysteries—better call them absurdities. They are hu- 
man terms referring to human theories, which theolo- 
gians have labeled Christian doctrines and foisted upon 
certain organizations of Christians, but with no seript- 
ural authority for so doing. They are not essential to 
your usefulness, happiness, or salvation; and it may be 
said of them that they have done more to divide and 
distract the church, and generate ridicule, contempt, 
and infidelity against the truth, than any other mis- 
fortune that ever befell the cause of Christ. You do 


not need them in any form; you are much better off 
without them, 






will aid you in understanding the mind of the Spirit, 
and give these human dogmas as wide a berth as pos- 
sible. Upon these and all other questions you ask the 
Bible will inform you. Make this the “man of your 
counsel,” and all questions relative to the Christian 
life, experience, and work will be made plain to you. 

“ Bro. Jones,—What is meant by the language in Rev. 
9: 4?—‘And it was commanded them that they should 
not hurt the grass of the earth, neither any green thing, 
neither any tree; but only those men which have not the 
seal of God in their foreheads.’ What is this seal of 
God?” 

There is perhaps no book in the entire Bible around 
which so many uncertainties gather as to author and 
design as the Apocalypse, or Book of Revelation. 
There are many who claim that they understand it, 
and that it is perfectly plain, etc.; but those who have 
devoted vast and varied powers through a lifetime are 
very much divided as to authorship and design. Of 
course it was John; but what John? The general 
impression as drawn from the King James version is 
that it was John the beloved disciple of our Lord, and 
in the absence of positive proof that is the best con- 
clusion. 

But then what is the design of the book? Four 
theories claim the popular thought: 

1. A prophetical description of the destruction of 
Jerusalem. 

2. A prophetic and symbolic description of the 
persecutions of the early Christians under the Roman 
government, and the happy days under Constantine. 

3. A prophetic description of the corruption and 
wicked persecution of Christians by the Roman Cath- 
olic Church. 

4. <A description of the heresies of the Protestant 
Church, its final overthrow, and the universal return 
to Catholicism. 

The answer to this question will vary according: as 
this or that theory is accepted, and therefore can not 
with certainty be answered by any one who really 
apprehends the difficulties in the case. Practically, 
the seal of God is a clean heart, a transformed life, a 
Christly spirit. These, whether of low degree, like 
“the grass;” of the middle class, like the ‘green herbs;”’ 
or the nobles of the land, like ‘the trees,” can not “be 
hurt,” for they have the promise that “all things shall 
work together for good to them that love.God.” 

* Bro. Jones,—Please explain through the HERALD the 
twenty-eighth verse of the twenty-sixth chapter of Acts. 
Was King Agrippa in earnest when hé said, ‘Almost 
thou persuadest me to be a Christian’?” 


The generally-accepted theory is that Agrippa had 
been convinced by Paul’s eloquent defense of the gos- 
pel, and that he was almost ready to yield. We are in- 
clined to think that Agrippa used this language in 
contempt. Festus had just charged Paul with mental 
derangement; and now Agrippa turns away, doubtless 
impressed, but seeking to hush his conscience by a con- 
temptuous dismissal of the matter, saying, ‘Almost,’ 
etc., as if it would be beneath his dignity to argue with 
a madman, and therefore he patronizes the whim of 
the madman, and gives expression to the celebrated 
statement, ‘“‘Almost thou persuadest me to be a Chris- 
tian.”’ That Agrippa was convicted of sin and much 
moved by. Paul’s address is certain, but the history of 
Agrippa’s life before and after is such as to make it 
very hard for us to believe that he was in earnest in 
this, and leads us to the opinion that it was with con- 
temptuous scorn he dismissed the apostle and the im- 
pressions of truth God had made upon his heart. 


“Bro. Jones,—In a social gathering the subject of 
‘Modern Faith Cure’ came up for discussion, etc. Tell 
us through the HERALD what you think of this. And is 
it right to pray for rain ina dry season, or presumptu- 
ous? etc.” 

On the subject of Faith Cure, we refer to an editorial 
in the HERALD of March 5, 1885. In that we briefly 
sketched our thought upon this subject. Petition is 
but one of the several parts of true prayer, and the 
questions asked relate to that part, and-not to prayer 
as a whole. lt is not saying too much, perhaps, to 
affirm that the great burden of human petition is for 
deliverance from physical evil and the possession of 
physical good. Human nature is exceedingly selfish 
and earthy; that is, men are not impressed by spiritual 
as they are by material interests, and these material 
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satisfied without it, and always, underall circumstances, 
say, “Not my will, but thine, be done,” the logical and 
legitimate result of which will be fatal to superstition 
and a solid foundation for scriptural faith. : 


mediate friends. No one questions the propriety— 
nay, more, the duty—of asking God to deliver us from 
all spiritual evil and confer upon us spiritual good. 
All through the Scripture this is taught and encour- 
aged, and Jesus asks, “If ye, being evil, know how to 
give good gifts unto your children, how much more 
shall your Father which is heaven give the Holy Spirit 
[and another evangelist says good things] to them that 
ask him?” We can not doubt this. But the ques- 
tions asked point not to spiritual, but earthly and 
physical good. Is it right to ask for these things—i. e., 
rain in dry weather, restoration of the sick, money to 
meet a pressing, burdensome debt, deliverance from 
some threatened ill, the possession of some earthly 
good, these in endless variation? Earthly good may 
be withheld and ill may be given in varying proportion, 

_ either as a result of a violation of natural laws in our- 
selves or those with whom we stand connected, or this 
state of things may exist by divine arrangement for our 
chastening and discipline. Sickness will come to those 
who violate the laws of health, and disease and pesti- 
lence will follow in the steps of dissipation and un- 
cleanness. Just as certainly and as long as the causes 
operate, the legitimate effects will follow; and to pray 
that this may not be so is to ask God to ignore his own 
laws, and take away the guardians of health and life. 
How far prayer will prevail with God to relieve those 
who have seen their mistakes in violating these natural 
laws and earnestly repent, is a question which must 
depend on the circumstances of each special case and 
the will of God. That God has done so there can be 
no question where Bible testimony is accepted. But 
no prayer for the removal of earthly evil or the attain- 
ment of earthly good is worth a straw that is not clothed 
in the language of submission, and says with Christ, 
“ Not my will, but thine, be done.” This is equally ap- 
plicable to that state of things when the good is with- 
held or the evil sent by divine permission as a chasten- 
ing or course of discipline. Take the cases of Job, 
Moses, and Paul, and you have instances where good 
was withheld and suffering permitted by divine will. 
To pray that this suffering may cease is to fly in the 
face of the divine purpose, and God will not 
comply, as in the case of Paul, and Moses‘when he 
continued to pray that he might be permitted to go 
over into Canaan, ‘that goodly land.’”’” Had Moses 
and Paul no faith? If they had, then why were they 
not cured and delivered? If faith and prayer on the 
part of the most eminent of Bible characters failed to 
bring a cure, will modern faith succeed under similar 
circumstances? or has God changed in his administra- 
tion? 

If God would still refuse to cure under similar cir- 
cumstances, but would cure under more favorable con- 
ditions, then who is able to inform sufferers who it is 
that can and who can not be cured? If this beso, even 
then only a part of the great company of sufferers could 
possibly be restored, and they could be restored better 
at their homes; for, to the fact that these faith cure 
professors (?) are as ignorant of God’s will in this mat- 
ter as any one else, you must add the facts of the un- 
natural excitment and exposure of being away from 
home, all of which is unfavorable toa cure. Whatever 
is possible in the way of cure by faith and prayer is much 
more practicable and probable at home, and we are 
forced to the conclusion that the “Faith Cure Insti- 
tutes” of the land are in the main a very cheap species 
of humbug, dishonopring to God, and designed to vic- 
timize suffering humanity. But what can be said with 
reference to those who profess to: have been cured by 
such means? Some instances of this kind have come 
to our knowledge, but in every case thus far that we 
have known, the old disease came back as the excite- 
ment subsided. We admit that it is possible that some 
cures have been effected that have been full and per- 
manent thus far. What can be said of these? Can any 
one short of the omniscient God say certainly that these 
would not have been cured had they stayed at home and 
followed ordinary methods, or at most practiced their 
faith and prayer at home? Since none but God can know 
this, and since Jesus Christ and his inspired apostles 
have furnished no warrant for faith cure institutes, 
only as the family and church may answer this end, we 
claim that these so-called faith cure professors and in- 
stitutions are without warrant in Scripture and common 
sense. The same argument applies to all requests for 
deliverance from earthly ill, or the attainment of earthly 
good. We may ask God tor the desired relief, do all 
that we can either to secure the end desired, or to bé

BIBLICAL INSTITUTE FUNDS. 


Last summer, our treasurer made a commendable ef- 
fort to have all the indebtedness of the institute paid, 
hoping that hereafter, through the liberality of the 
churches supplementing the comparatively small income 
from our fund, the expenses of the school might be met 
year by year. Many liberal responses to his appeal 
were made, but not quite enough to meet all the debt. 
This part of the work, however, was quite satisfactory. 

But as this year approaches its end, the treasurer's 
reports show too great a deficiency. There are many 
churches, both east and west, from which contributions 
have come to his hands. All should remember that 
this is the school of our entire denomination; that it 
has no income whatever from tuition, or room rent, or 
any of those sources which furnish income to other 
schools; and that it is purposely a benevolent iustitu- 
tion, relying upon the contributions of churches and 
liberal persons for its sustenance. Every church owes 
it some help, and every minister should feel himself 
obligated to suggest this fact to the churches and to see 
that a collection is taken and forwarded. Those that 
have contributed to the special fund for the relief of 
the debt, should not feel themselves released from con- 
tributing to the current expenses of the year. Those 
that have not made their contribution this year, should 
do so at once. 

Bear always in mind that this is our only school de-

—Miss Cleveland is religiously opposed 
to dancing. 


—Secretary Lamar is ill, and confined 
to his home. ; 


—It is reported that hundreds of the 
Mahdi’s men are deserting to the rival 
prophet daily. 

—During a heavy rain, last week, the 
Washington Monument, at Washington 
City, was struck three times by lightning, 
without damage. 


—The revised version of the Old Testa- 
ment will be issued on May Ist. Orders 
for it already exceed in number those 
given for the revised New Testament. 


—President Cleveland has been waited 
upon by a delegation of ministers with 
memorials, earnestly urging him to en- 
force the Edmunds anti-polygamy act. 


—The Ohio Hisforical and Philosoph- 
ical Society is looking for quarters in 
Cincinnati. It is fifty-four years old and 
has a library of 46,820 volumes and 
pamphlets. 


—The Indians of Winnebago Reserva 
tion are on the war-path, and settlers are 
forced to flee. Buildings and property 
are being burned. A sheriffs posse was 
called out. 

—General Hatch has been ordered to 
Oklahoma Territory to destroy the ranches 
of cattle men who refuse to remove at 
the order of the Interior Department of 
the government. 

—There is not a saloon open in Topeka, 
Kansas. Seventeen whisky sellers are 
serving terms in prison for violation of 
the law, and fines collected from saloon 
ists in the county for the past year amount 
to $11,500. 

—It is said that a proposition was sub- 
mitted to President Cleveland by Dr. de 
Meza, on behalf of Columbia, having 
reference to the acquirement by the 
United States of commercial supremacy 
in the South American states. 


—Peace between England and Russia 
was believed, but not known to be secur- 
ed. Two important concessions, made 
by the former to the latter government, 
constituted the ground for this belief; it 
is, however, supposed by later accounts, 
that war is imminent. 


—The French have been fighting the 
Chinese for some time, but there has 
been no formal declaration of war as yet. 
It is believed, however, that the late de- 
feat of the French will result in the declar- 
ation of war, and a bloody siege. 


—Ex-Attorney General Brewster de- 
clined a sumptuous dinner tendered him 
by the judges and leading members of 
the Bar of Philadelphia, because he ‘‘did 
not desire to participate in a public feast 
while so many find it hard to get a meal.” 


—The Indian rebellion in the Winni- 
peg country is extending, and settlers are 
applying for additional arms to the govern- 
ment. Troops have been ordered out, 
and a contingent of 500 left Toronto 
Monday. A general advance by the 
frontier troops will not be made until the 
home troops arrive. 


—Judge Phillips, of Zanesville, Ohio, 
has decided that as the Scott law had been 
once declared constitutional by the Su- 
preme Court, taxes paid between that 
time and the second decision which de- 
clared it unconstitutional, could not be 
recovered, and the country is not liable 
to refund the money, and does not even 
have the power to refund it. 


—Only last week the first experiment 
was made in telegraphing from a moving 
train. There was a wire laid in the cen- 
ter of the track between the rails, and from 
this, by induction, another wire on the 
moving train which was suspended 7% 
inches above the ground wire, received 
the messages and carried them to the 
ticker in the car. Major. Pangborn, who 
was with Mr. Phelps, the inven‘or, teie 
graphed from near New York to President 
Garrett at Baltimore as follows: ‘ Presi 
dent Garrett, I am telezraphing to you, on 
a train going 40 miles an hour, by the 
Phelps induction system. -The wire in 
our Car is 7% inches from the wire laid on 
the ties of the ticker.” 

What is most wonderful is that as the 
car returned on the adjoining track, the 
induction was still so great as. to enable 
them to send and receive messages. 
This is another step in telegraphic science, 
and will, in the near future; enable rail- 
road companies to prevent collisions.

It was ten years the 13th of April, 1885, 
since the writer and his wife took charge 
of this institution. It has been ten of 
wonderful experience. Having had but 
little knowledge ef such institutions the 
first few years were years of trial for us 
(and it may be for the managers of the 
Orphans’ Home). Such were the discour- 
agements during the first year we thought 
many times that we could not be hired to 
stay the second year, but during the first 
year we made some gain on the discipline 
of the family, and being encouraged by 
some good people we have continued to 
the present time, saying none other things 
than what we think is consistent with the 
rule of the institution and the welfare of 
the children committed to our care. We 
have learned more humanity than we 
could have learned in any othér business. 
We have come in contact with some of 
the best of our citizens and have been en- 
couraged in our work by such, for which 
we are thankful. Also, we have come in 
contact with some of the most unfortunate 
and most degraded. During these ten 
years we have received and placed out 300 
children. They have come to us in all 
conditions, some of them. in as wretched 


condition as they could be and live. While |} 


we have had to witness the wretched con- 
dition of this class of pauper's children, 
to see the broken-hearted parents who 
have had to leave ¢heir children with us 
strangers, to hear their cries after their 
parents (parents only in name), some 
limes, and at other times true parents, 
and then to learn the wretched moral 
condition of the children in most of cases, 
we have been led to ask, Is there no 
remedy for this state of things? In 1875 
the legislature of this state requested the 
state board of charities to ascertain the 
cause of pauperism and report .at the 
next legislature. It appears from their 
report in 1876 that the amount of labor 
necessary to make a thorough report of 
all the causes of pauperism was too much 
to be accomplished in one year, so the 
report was not given in 1876, and I am 
not aware it was ever given to the public. 
We do not doubt that the state board of 
charities made a faithful report. 

We find by the examination of the re- 
ports of the state board of charities that 
pauper children were rapidly increasing 
during the 6 years from 1876 to 1882. In 
1876 their report gives the total number 
of children in the different charities of the 
state : .

The total number of children in the dif- 
ferent charitable institutions in this state 
in 1882, were as follows: 10,668 boys, 
9.332 girls. Total 20,000. If other classes 
uf paupers have increased as fast as the 
pauper children have in the last ten 
years, it must call for the serious consid- 
eration of every lover of his country. 


We do not hesitate fo say without success- 
ful contradiction, that 15 oosof the 20 000 
children i. these institutisns are the e 
directly in consequence of the liquo. 
traffic. The traffic exists by law, and can 
only be done away by law. We did sup- 
pose that the further we got away from 
the war of the rebellion, the pauperism of 
the land would be growing less; but it 
seems it is not so, and this is explained 
only by the fact that consumption of in- 
toxicating liquors is constantly increasing 
faster than the increase of population.
